‘The deafening crash as 
the derailed cars tore into the. sup- 
porting pillars on either: side of the 
track. was ‘followed almost immedi- 


ately by a great flare of light caused 
—* short circuiting of the power 
rails.’ 

For a moment many passengers in 
the ‘forward cars thought the sud- 
den stopping due to application of 
the emergency brakes. But on hear- 
ing the crash. and the cries of ‘the 
injured they realized there had been 
@ ‘wreck and;scrambled for doors 
and windows. 

Serious panics might have resulted 
in some of the cars had not. train- 
men and men passengers blocked the 
doorways and prevented a general 
scramble. But even as it was many 
yosmensers were injured leaping 
hrough windows ‘or burned by 
flames caused by the short circuit. 


Guard Is Thrown Length of Car. 

‘An Interborough guard, who. de- 
clined to disclose his name, declared: 
*‘It was horrible. I was hurled al- 


most the entire length of my car and 
knocked out. When I came “to I 
found @ woman lying dead beside 
me.’ 

“There was something wrong with 
the train all the way down from Sev- 
enty-second Street,” Lawrence Ker- 
* 2 Front Street, who was on the 

rd car of the southbound express, 

d. ‘‘There was a heavy, con- 
—— —— and the train was 
lurching from side -to side. .Some of 
the passengers -thought something 
‘was wrong, but none of: the Inter- 
borough people took any notice of it.’ 

In Kerney’s opinion, the accident 
Was caused by the. breaking of the 
couplin 
the rest.of the train. This coupling 
he thought had been: working loose 
from -Seventy-second Street and 
finally broke shortly after the ex- 

ress had left Times Square, throw- 
the car across the track. As 
was the case with other passengers, 
Kerney -thought the loose car 
smeshed- into the rear car’ of a 
northbound. train. 

“Suddenly there was a terrible 
gmash,’’ he said. ‘‘Lights went out. 
The train shook like a leaf. ‘There 
‘Was some screaming and a rush be- 
gan to the windows: But on the 
whole, most people kept their heads. 
The women were cooler than the 
men. 

“T was one of the last to leave the 
train, helping as much as I could in 
lifting dazed passengers down so 
they could be taken out of the emer- 
gency exits. On my way out I saw 
three dead men near each other.” 

According to Miss Lillian Harvey, 
24.years old, of 964 Eastern Park- 
way, Brooklyn, something apparent- 
ly had been wrong with the trains 
shortly before the “accident. At her 
home last night she said that upon 
entering the Forty-second Street sta- 
tion she saw men ‘using the emer- 
gency telephones and’ persons « at- 
tempting to enter the trains were 
kept waiting for one minute... When 
passengers finally -were —— to 

oard the train Miss rvey said 
she got on the fourth car. .‘**We 
were riding only a short while,”’ she 
said, ‘‘when I heard a great. noise 
and then the car I was in turned 
ever. A+ man grabbed me by. the 
arm and nulled me out through the 
fifth car.’’ 


Tells of Hearing Crash. 


Thomas Guilfoyle, a-special, agent. 
of the United’ States ‘Treasury de- 


partment who lives at the Hotel 
Imperial, Thirty-first Street and 
Broadway, was sing the subway 
entrance at Fortieth Street and, Sev-, 
enth Aventie when ‘he ‘heard’ the 
crash. He was: one of the: first to 
run down the stairs. 

Covered with dust, J hands ‘and 
face grimed with dirt; he oe 
described what he saw. as he, made 
his way along. the platform and 
helped pull fifteen passengers from 
one car. 

“As I ran down the stairs,” he 
said, ‘‘I heard. the shrieks. and cries 
of those in the cars. Although the 
lights were out, I could: see ‘every 
few seconds a blinding flash caused, 
I — by metal coming’ in con- 
tact’ with the third ‘rail.

Tranels -with .an- 
other, emergeney.. squad -by’ former 
Inspector Cornelius ‘Cahalane, chief 
of’ the tunnel | police, fitted in and 
worked with the doctors and firemen 
as if they had been trained» with 
them.

WRECKS ON OTHER ROADS’ 


93 Were Killed and 103 Hurt in 
, Crash of Train in Malbone St,” 
' -' °Tunnet in 1918. 


Despite the seriousness of yester- 
@ay’s subway accident, the assertion 
of. the Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company that its subway lines con- 
stitute the safest. railroad in the 
world still stands. Since the Inter- 
borough’s subway system first was 
thrown open to the public, many 
years ago, hundreds of millions of 
passengers have been carried, with 
only five serious accidents, including 
that in the Seventh Avenue branch 
yesterday. 

The first of these mishaps was on 
Jan. 6, 1915, when one woman was 
killed and 210 persons were overcome 
by smoke or tranipled upon when 
three crowded southbound trains on 
the Broadway-Seventh. Avenue. di- 
vision became stalled during the rush 
hour between. the Columbus Circle 
and .Fiftieth Street stations by a 
short circuit, which set fire to in- 
sulation on electric: wires and filled 
the subway with smoke. 

Hundreds of passengers on a north- 
bound Lenox Avenue subway train 
were thrown into a panic when 
smoke’and flames caused by a short 
circuit entered the cars as the train 
was rushing from Ninety-sixth to 
110th Street during the rush hour on 
the evening of Oct. 24,1921. About 
thirty persons were. injured. 


Gas Fells 150 in Train. 


On a northbound Jerome Avenue 
subway. express train about 150 pas- 
sengers were partly asphyxiated 
July 6, 1922, when gas swept through 
the train after it had been stalled in 
the Lexington Avenue subway. just 
north of Fifty-ninth Street-and about 
100 feet below the’ street level. 


Twenty-five passengers were in- 
ured in a rear-end collision between 
wo southbound Broadway-Seventh 
Avenue Intérborough subway trains 
at the 207th Street station, Oct. 22, 
1927. . Between 1,500 and 2,000 per- 
sons were on the two trains and 
many were thrown from their feet. 
The forward car of the second train 
telescoped the last car of the first 
train. 

The worst transit wreck was on 
Nov. 1, 1918, when a Brighton Beach 
train of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company—now the B. M. T.—jumped 
the track shortly before 7 o’clock in 
the evening on..a shi curve ap- 
sroaching the Malbone Street tunnel 
n Brooklyn. It hurtled into a con- 
crete partition separating the north 
and .south bound tracks, killing 
ninety-three pérsons and severely in- 
juring 103 others. 

The train was made up of five of 
the oldest wooden cars then in use. 
The motorman was speeding with a 
rush hour crowd to make up lost 
time on its way from Park Row to 
Coney Island. e train was jammed 
with passengers, The sudden im- 
pact brought death to nearly every 
man, woman and child in the first 
car and most.of those in the second 
car were either killed or badly, in- 
jured. The wreckage jammed the 
narrow tynnel and rescue work was 
slow and difficult. 


Motorman Was New on Line. 


The motorman, Anthony Lewis, 
confessed that he had never operated 
a train over the Brighton Beach line 
before and admitted that when 
rounding the curve he was making 
a speed of over thirty miles an hour. 
A sign on a post warned motormen 
not to go faster than six miles an 
hour on that curve. 


Twelve persons were killed and 
forty-two injured, five of them mor- 
tally, during the morning rush. hour 
Sept. 11, 1905. The accident was a 
result of the setting of the switch 
just north of the Fifty-third Street 
curve on the Ninth Avenue elevated 
line to allow a crowded southbound 
train, running at full speed, to take 
the curve rounding into Fifty-third 
Street intended for the Sixth Avenue 
trains. A car crowded with passen- 
gers plunged into the street below. 

The most recent transit accident 
5 to the one last night was on 

uly 29, when a Sixth Avenue ele- 
vated train, which was coasting in 
total darkness with lights and power 
shut off.because’ of a short. circuit; 
crashed into another seven-car train 
on the structure at Columbus Ave- 
nue and §$ “ninth Street. Sixty- 
four of the 1, or more passengers 
crowding both trains were injured, 
one dying later at a hospital. The 
trains were made up of wooden cars.

To Subway bat Doctor Goes On 
The first ambulance to start for 
the subway crash yesterday after- 
noon did not reach the scene but 
its occupants, Dr. Tillman and 
his chauffeur, Barney McFey, 
were there shortly afterward. 

The first report of the accident 
reached Bellevue Hospital. at 5:22 
P. M., and a moment later, Mc-

BRITONS IN SYNDICATE 
TO RECONSTRUCT CHINA 


Industrial Coalition Involving 
$75,000,000 Capital to Get 
Contracts From Nanking.

LONDON, Aug. 24.—A syndicate of 
British manufacturers with inter- 
locking interests in almost every 
branch of industry has been formed 
to reconstruct parts of the war-rav- 
aged areas of China, according to 
The Daily Express. 

The total capital involved in the 
venture is said to. be over $75,000,000. 
Among the firms partici ting in the 
contract are the shipping firms of 
Campbell-Laird’ and’ John Brown, 
Ltd., -and John Ellerman’s Scottish 
Lustreen, Ltd., an artificial silk con- 
cern; Coats, cotton manufacturers, 
and Wrigley-Parker, Ltd., a big 
Yorkshire. woolen firm. 

Another syndicate supported by an 
important firm of British construc- 
tional engineers will construct roads 
and railways in Che-kiang and 
Kiang-su. : 

The work is to be done under con- 
tracts which will be signed by the 
British manufacturers concerned and 
the Chinese Nationalist Government. 
John Nind Smith, an English pro- 
fessor, acted as intermediary be- 
tween the Nationalists and the 
British industrialists. 

It is said that Dr. Wang Chung 
Hui, one of the prominent. younger 
Nationalists, offered the huge con- 
tracts two years ago to British manu- 
facturers through the British Gov- 
ernment, but Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain gave him to understand that 
Great Britain could not accept such 
a contract over the heads of the 
United States and Japan. 

Now. the business has been done 
direct with the British industrialists. 
Meetings between them and an of- 
ficial Chinese economic and financial 
‘delegation, rye.

long journey into the State since 
his nomination. 


Motor Trip Was Unexpected. 


His supporters found his welcome 
surprising because until today he had 
indicated that he probably would go 
by yacht to Atlantic Highlands, 
avoiding the populous sections where 
motoring is slow. . The overcast sky 
caused him to choose the land route 


this morning. : 
The ovation from the people who 


had waited, in some cases for hours, 
on the chance that he might go that 
way, was the most spectacular dem- 
onstration since he became a Presi- 
dential candidate. Not even Chicago, 
where the reception was muffled by 
the solemnity of the occasion—the 
funeral of George Brennan,. Demo- 
cratic leader of Illinois—was as en- 
thusiastic.

“Governor Smith has four times 
promised the people of New York 
State that he would, to the best of 
his ability, preserve, protect and 
defend the Constitution of the 
United States, which includes the 
Eighteenth Amendment, The pres- 
ent lawless conditions in New York, 
for which he is largely to blame, 
prove conclusively his positive un- 
willingness, or amazing, unbelieveable 
inability to keep this solemn oath. 
“Judged -by this shamefully recre- 
ant attitude in the past, Governor 
Smith’s oath, taken at Washington, 
would be worthless and merely idle 
words. If He has been unable to 
enforce the law in his own Tammany- 
controlled city, who can trust him to 
enforce the law in the nation at 
large?

“Surely this betrayal of the South- 
ern Democracy for the sake of the 
wet Republican votes is unparalleled 
in —— history. It merits and 
doubtless will receive an unparalleled 
rebuke. 


Attack Mullan-Gage Repeal. 


“Governor Smith’s declaration as 
to the great lawlessness resulting 
from prohibition is absurd and al- 
most hypocritical in view of his of- 
ficial responsibility for the lawless- 


ness in the cities of New York and 
Albany. Not only, has he done noth- 
ing to abate this lawlessness, but, by 
his advocacy of repeal of the Mullan- 
Gage law, made it well-nigh impos- 
sible to eriforce the prohibition law 
in New York. He now, in the most 
shameless fashion, uses his own. fail- 
ure as a reason for his attack on 
the. law. 

“‘Governor Smith’s proposal to have 
an increase in the alcoholic content 
of beverages admitted by the Vol- 
stead act simply increases the diffi- 
culties’ of Jaw enforcement. - The 
greater the alcoholic content per- 
mitted, the eater and more suc- 
cessful would be the efforts in the 
United States of. all.lawless brewers 
to flood the whole country with in- 
toxicating beer. Governor Smith’s 
newly conceived banishment of the 
saloon does not settle the vital ques- 
tion of the distribution of intoxicants 
in any form, which is the root of the 
evil. 

“His proposal to amend the EHigh- 
teenth Amendment to make possible 
forty-eight various ways of dealing 
with the liquor traffic would require, 
of necessity, a ‘resubmission of the 
amendment to the States.

Mrs. Hert Declares Republican

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—Mrs. Al- 
vin T. Hert, Vice Chairman of the 
Republican National Committee - in 
charge of women’s activities, said to- 
day when she got back to Washing- 
ton from ten days in Michigan, that 
“reports from everywhere’’ indicated 
that the women of the country want 
to see Mr. Hoover in the White 
House.

Arthur Curtiss James, one of the 
largest owners of railroad securities 
in America and always a stanch 
Republican, is out for Governor 
Smith for President.

Chairman Raskcl Is Pleased. 


The message from Mr. James to 
the Governor and that from the Gov- 
ernor to Mr. James were made pub- 
lic yesterday afternoon by John J. 
Raskob, Chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, who made no 
effort to conceal his satisfaction over 
the winning of this new recruit from 
the world of big finance to the ban- 
ner of Governor Smith. Other work- 
ers in important executive positions 
at the Democratic fighting base were 
equally well pleased and seemed to 
regard the development as one of the 
most important since the Governor 
was nominated at Houston. 

Mr. James is the fourth prominent 
figure of the financial world to shift 
his allegiance from the Republican 
Party to the Democratic nominee for 
President.

Arkansas Senator and Iowa Rep- 
resentative Pick Flaws in 
Opposing Platforms. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Aug. 24 @.—| 
A Democrat and a Republican each 
took issue with the farm relief pro- 
posals of the other today when Sen- 
ator T.\H. Caraway of Arkansas and 
Representative L. J. Dickinson of 
Iowa defined and evaluated their re- 
spective party platforms in Farmers’ 
Day addresses at the Illinois State 
Fair. BEY 

Senator Caraway, the Democrat, 
charged that “the Republican Party 
and its candidate will see that farm- 
ers be further exploited for the ad- 
vantages of the speculator or gam- 
bling class, and the industrial and 
commercial groups.“ 

From Representative ~Dickinson; 
the Republican, came. the statement 
that the Republican Party promises 
more to the farmer than the Demo- 
crats, “‘both in platform, the accept- 
ance speech of its candidate and in 
the personnel of its nominee.’’ 

Under the Democratic plan, Sena- 
tor Caraway declared, the incustrial 
and commercial classes are to be re- 

uired to bear their ‘‘fair share of 
the cost of maintaining farm prices, 
when curpluses threaten ruin, if they 
shall deal in these products.’ 

Representative Dickinson said that 
Governor Smith, by yy we de- 
claring himself opposed to the equal- 
ization fee, has placed himself on a 
—— with th epublicans on that 
ssue. . 

“The Republican Part goes 
further,’"* the Iowan’ said: Tt prom- 
ises tariff revision by friends of the 
protective system. It promises a re- 
vision of our transportation system 
to where agriculture will’ no longer 
bear an excessive share of our trans- 
portation costs. 

“T want to suggest to the farmers 
of the Middle West that a desertion 
of the Republican candidates means 
a transfer of the control of. legis- 
lative machinery either to New York 
Tammany office holders or to Dem- 
ocrats representing cotton and sugar 
States.’’ 

Criticizing the Republican Party 
for ‘‘betraying the farmer,’’ Senator 
Caraway scored the party’s platform 
for being “‘less specific’? now than 
in 1920 or 1924. It has abandoned 
any pretense of finding a solution 
for equitably handling surplus farm 
products and falls back on the theory 
that the farmer should be loaned 
more money and thus hasten the ex- 
tinction of farmer-owned farms in 
America.’’

RALEIGH, N. C., Aug. 24 (#).—In-

IN PENNSYLVANIA 


Raskob Expresses Belief That 
Governor Can Win State— 
Gets Reports. 


QUAY'S SON GIVES SUPPORT 


Pittsburgh Republican Commends 
Speech of Acceptance—Little 
Comment From Farmers. 


' John J. Raskob, Chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, said 
yesterday before departing for his 
home in Maryland for a. week-end 
visit to his family that he took quite 
seriously the assertion made by 
prominent Democrats in Pennsyl- 
vania, including Joseph I".

Signals Vary in Intensity. 

Of three amateurs in Brooklyn who 
announced that they had heard some 
of the messages, two reported that 
the signals came over clearly as if 
sent by an experienced operator and 
the receivers differed on their wave 
lengths. The third amateur, Eric 
Palmer Jr., of 305 Avenue C, who re- 
ceived messages .later than the

CREW IS.HELD FOR INQUIRY 


Immigration.Head Scores Cowardice 
In Leaving Men, Smuggled 
Aboard at Rio Janeiro. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 24 (»).— 
Sixteen Brazilians, stowaways in the 
hold of the American steamship Steel 
Inventor, were trapped under bat- 
tened hatches in deadly fumes of 
hydrocyanic acid gas used to fumi- 
gate the ship at Quarantine here to- 
day. 

Seven died, two. more were in the 

. hospital tonight in a serious. condi- 
tion and seven others were in cus- 
tody of immigration officials investi- 
gating the effort to smuggle the men 
into this country, 

Two climbed: a rope that somebody 
had left — from a ventilator 
and broke thro the ventilator cov- 
ering to tumble cate the deck, giv 
quarantine authorities their firs 
knowledge ‘that there were men in 
the hold. 

A third was wedged unconscious in 
the ventilator, and from the two who 
escaped Dr. H. S. White and his 
assistants learned that in all there 
had been sixteen in the hold. Pro- 
tected by gas masks, the quarantine 
force dug furiously through the 
manganese ore cargo to bring out 
the others. 

Convinced that. the stowaways 
must have had help from some mem- 
ber of the ship’s' créw, Leon R. 
Fouch, Acting mmissioner of Im- 
migration here, declared somebody 
must have done a cowardly act in 
leaving the men to their fate after 
dropping a rope through the venti- 
lator. All of the crew were ordered 
—_ on the ship while the investi- 
gation was.conducted. 

One ot the survivors spoke a little 
English. From him it was learned 
that the men boarded the ship at 
Rio Janierd, from where it sailed on 


eo 

Six of the victims were pronounced 
dead by rescue workers on the ship 
and the other died on the way to 
the hospital. He was the only one 
of the victims whose name could be 
learned. He was identified as Louis 
Roza by his brother, one of the sur- 
vivors. 

The two survivors in the hospital 
were Antonio de Rocha and Manuel 
Catafata, and the seven held by 
authorities gave the names José 
Louis de Santos; Enric Ferrone, 
Henrique Fersao, Americo Lourence, 
Albertino .de Rocha, Manuel Fran- 
cisco Roza and Joao Moco. 

Quarantine officials explained that 
the gas used killed disease-bearing 
rats and mosquitoes and that re- 
cently yellow fever had been so 
prevalent at foreign ports that in- 
coming ships were fumigated as soon 
as they arrived instead of waiting 
until their cargo was discharged. 


There is no yellow fever epidemic 
in Rio Janiero at present, Sebastiao 
Sampaio, Consul General for Brazil, 

informed The Associated Press today 
when told that seven stowaways had 
rished at Baltimore, Md., in the 
igation of the steamship Steel 
Inventor upon its arrival from Bra- 
zil, He said the disease had been en- 
tirely suppressed.

STINNES BACKED BOND

Bat Doubts if ‘He ‘Knew Plan te|’

‘Though the Reich fi- 
nances have not suffered, thanks to 
the discovery of the plot before any 
bonds were redeemed, the authorities 
are oy Reet means to get the de- 
tails of the entire scheme, with the 
names of those involved. 

So far no arrests have been made 
except that of Waldow. There is a 
belief that the secretary is with- 
holding information concerning his 
former employer, though their rela- 
tions were not. of the friendliest. 
That the first guarantees given to 
the investigators by .both Stinnes 
and Waldow have proven incorrect 
puts..the former in a. bad light, 
though it is fully admitted there is 
no yen evidénce on hand to 
show him gu The fact that the 
bonds were registered at foreign con- 
sulates of the German Government 
complicates the investigation. 

“Old possession” bonds, or those 
purchased before June, 1919, are re- 
deemable by the Government at 
about 12% per cent. of their par 
value, while those purchased since 
that date will be valorized at about 
2% per cent. The entire issue of 
these bonds totaled 22,000,000,000 
marks, but more than double that 
amount were declared as ‘fold posses- 
sions.’?

. The mew conqueror is as sharp as 
her name, probably, because her 
closely cropped hair entered the 
water at Cape Gris Nez, France, at 
12:50 this morning. Using the trudg- 
eon crawl, she made good progress, 
and at one time it looked as though 
she might beat Miss Ederle’s record 
by several hours. Off St. Margaret’s 
Bay, however, the tide held her back 
fully four hours, after which she 
drifted westward. Using a breast 
stroke, she slowly struggled against 
the tide and at 3:48 P. M. she 
landed. 

On the. swim Miss Sharp ate bis- 
cuits and drank hot tea and coffee. 
Banjo players adn a ukulele player 
encouraged her with lively tunes. 
There were thirty-five independent 
witnesses of the swim aboard the ac- 
companying tug. 


DOVER, England, Aug. 24 ().— 
Miss Sharp went after Gertrude 
Ederle’s record because a London 
newspaper has offered a prize of 
$5,000 to the first English girl to 
lower it and she wanted the money 
to aid her in getting a farm in Aus- 
tralia. 

Although tired by her effort, ‘‘Lad- 

die,’’ so called because of her boyish 
appearance, finished strong and af- 
ter a short rest was able to return 
to Boulogne on the * which ac- 
companied her from France. 

Miss Sharp is the fifteenth person 
to swim the Channel and the fifth 
woman to accomplish the difficult 
feat. She trained on a diet of raw 
Steak, with an occasional glass of 
stout, She said that these made her 
fat and thus added to her buoyancy 
inthe water. Her special boast is 
that the circumference of the calf of 
her leg, sixteen inches, is the same 
as the measurement of Gene Tun- 
ney’s underpinning. 

Miss Sharp said she has not worn 
stockings for several years because 
the sunshine strengthens her legs. 

She is double-jointed, which fact 
enables her to use a double scissors 
kick stroke. This is her specialty in 
swimming, and she does twenty-five 
full strokes a minute. 

She has m- swimming since the 
age of 10. Lately she has been train- 
ing under Jabez Wolfe, coach of 
many cross-Channel aspirants.

LONDON, Aug. 24,-Indignation 
has. been caused .in scientific circles 
here by reports from Durban that 
two young: white: rhinoceroses. have 
been. shot while wallowing in the 
river and their bodies left: to decay. 
The animals formed part of a herd 
numbering about . thirty-five, all 
that. are. known to exist in. South 
Africa. It is believed the animals 
were shot ‘by ‘a ‘supporter’ of the 
movement for the abolition of the 
Zululand game preserves. 

There has been much controversy 
over this subject recently, owing to 
the ravages of magana. This disease, 
which is carried by the tsetse-fly,.in-: 
fects the cattle of the settlers, and 
it is held in many quarters that game 


spread the disease and that with ‘its 
—— the disease. would. dis- 


pear. 

lThe Natal Provincial Council ap- 
pointed a special committee to con- 
ag 3 the subject, and the Minister 
of Lands recently intimated that if 
any by ractical suggestion were made 
for the removal of the’ rhinoceros 
herd to.

The Giants continued to slip and 
skid today. When they finally re- 
covered after the terrible beating 
they took from the Pirates today, 
they looked up to find the score 
was 16 to 5 for the day, which made 
it four defeats in the last five 
starts. Inasmuch as the Cards won, 
the Giants are now a game and a 
half behind. 

If this battle had been held in New 
York, the umpire would have stopped 
it somewhere about the fourth in- 
ning to save the Giants from un- 
necessary punishment. 

Joe Genewich, Jack Scott, Lefty 
Faulkner, Larry Benton and Vic 
Aldridge all found out what it is 
to face the Corsair crew in full 
flight. Each in turn stepped up 
heroically to be battered and beaten, 
but it took only one pitcher to 
throttle the Giants. 

His name was Burleigh Grimes, 
which may have a familiar ring to 
those who have established legal res- 
idences in New ‘York: It was his 
twenty-second victory of the season. 

Giants Take Early Lead. 

The Giants made ten hits off Bur- 
leigh and by grouping six of them 
in the first two innings took an 
early lead, but Genewich couldn’t 
hold it. 

When O’Doul tripled and scored 
on Ott’s sacrifice fly in the first 
inning, the prospects of beating 
Grimes seemed fair. When Gene- 
wich drove, in two runs, after Hogan 
and Cohen had singled in the 
second, those same prospects seemed 
fine.

FEAR HIS CAREER IS ENDED 


Not Expected to Seek Reinstates 
ment, as He Had Said It Was 
His Last Davis Cup Match. 


William T. Tilden has played his 
last match of amateur tennis for an 
indefinite period and perhaps for all 
time, and the United States has lost 
the mainstay of its Davis Cup team 


since 1920 


Early this morning, in a closed ses- 
sion. of .the utive Committee of 
the: United States. Lawn Tennis. As- 
sociation, lasting for six hours. at 
the Hotel Vanderbilt, the greatest 
player of his time, if not of all time, 
was found guilty on the charge of 
having violated the player-writer 
provision of the amateur rule in his 
newspaper articles from Wimbledon 
in July and was declared ‘‘ineligi- 
ble to compete in tournaments and 
matches played under the auspices 
of the United States Lawn Tennis 
Association.’” 

No limit is fixed to the time of 
Tilden’s suspension, but under Sec- 
tion 6 of Article 3 of the by-laws, 
“any person who is declared dis- 
qualified or suspended may be re- 
instated by the Executive Committee 
of the U. 8. L. T. A. on evidence 
satisfactory to it that reinstatement 
is merited.’’ : 

Whether Tilden will ever appeal to 
be reinstated is problematical, since 
his. playing days.are nearing an end 
and he already had informed the 
U. S. L. T. A. that this was his last 
year of Davis Cup tennis. 

Thus came to.a climax the most 
sensational of all the disputes in 
which the former national champion 
has been involved with the powers 
of the American association during 
his eK and stormy career on the 
courts. 


Tilden Not at “Trial.” 


Tilden was not present at the ses- 
sion to hear the judgment against 
him, his theatrical affairs having 
ed him away. 

His ‘‘defense’” was resented 
through the courtesy of President 
Samuel H. Collom of the U. 8S. L. T. 
A., to,.whom the former champion 
wrote a letter on Aug. 17, embodying 
his reply to the charges. 

The specific provision of the amae 
teur code which Tilden was convicte 
ed of violating is Paragraph 4 of Di- 
vision B, under Section 5 of the by- 
laws. This division lists the acts by 
which ‘‘a person may be declared in- 
eligible to compete in tournaments 
or matches played under the aus 
pices of this association.’’ 

Paragraph 4 reads, ‘‘By writing for 
pay or for a consideration current 
newspaper articles covering a tourna- 
ment or match in which he is ens 
tered as a competitor.” 

The distinction should be under- 
stood that in declaring him ineligible 
to play in amateur tournaments, the 
U, S. L. T. A. does not declare Til- 
den a professional. A professional, 
as defined in the by-laws of the As- 
sociation, ‘‘is one who is paid direct- 
ly, or indirectly, for playing, engage 
ing in, or teaching the game of ten- 
nis or any other form of athletic | 
exercise or sport, or who has com- 
peted in any game or sport for a 
stake, or purse, or for gate money.”

32 Head of Rancocas Brood 
Mares Bring $32,050 at Final 
Saratoga Auction.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., Aug. 
24.—Following the sales of horses in 
training and brood mares largely 
from the Rancocas Farm, it was an- 
nounced here tonight by the Fasig- 
Tipton Company that a total of 
$1,638,350 had been realized for year- 
lings sold at auction from Aug. 6 to 
the conclusion of the yearling sales 
early this week. This total included 
a.few yearlings disposed of at pri- 
vate sale. F 

The Rancocas brood mares, thirty- 
two head, brought an average of 
about $1,000 each for a total of $32,- 
050. The sale of thirty-six horses in 
training brought an average of about 
$1,197 for a total of $43,125. The 
largest lot of horses in training were 
from the Bud Fisher stable. 

These two sales were not included 
in the: total announced, as that ap- 
plied to yearlings only. The auction 
tonight was the last of any kind to 
be conducted at this place this season 
by the eg Niall eg Company. E. J. 
Tranter, President of the company, 
announced that there would be a sale 
at Belmont Park on Futurity Day. 

The highest figures mentioned here 
tonight were for the chestnut mare 
Rowes Gold from the Rancocas lot, 
for which E. J. Tranter, the auc- 
tioneer, bid $7,700. He acted as 
agent for’ other parties not an- 
nounced. ‘This mare is by All Gold 
out of Rowes.Bud and was foaled 
in 1921. 

Rose Brigame, another Rancocas 
mare, sold for $2,500. Tranter Was 
again the bidder — as agent for 
interests not announced. 

Considerable interest was aroused 
by the auction of Mad Cap from the 
Rancocas lot which went for 
This. grand old mare is the dam. of 
Mad Hatter, winner of almost $200,- 
000; Mad Play, winner of the Bel- 
mont, Saratoga Cup and other races;

TILDEN 1S GUILTY, 
TENNIS BODY FINDS

Tilden and any other writers who 
might have entered into contracts 
to write during the year 1924 be- 
fore the interpretation was adopted. 

Thereupon, largely due to the 
agitation of Mr. Tilden and his 
friends, a representative commit- 
tee ‘was appointed to consider and 
redraft the amateur rule. The 
members of this committee were 
Senator George: Wharton Pepper 
of Pennsylvania, Messrs. . Dever- 
eaux Milburn, Grantland Rice, S. 
Wallis Merrihew, William T. Til- 
den 2d, Jones W. Mersereau and 
Arthur Hellen. 

It will be noted that the balance 
of power was handed over by the 
executive committee to representa- 
tive sportsmen of .this country to 
draft such a rule as would be 
acceptable to the association and 
the public. Mr. Tilden, as a mem- 
ber of that committee, foined in 
its unanimous report, recommend- 
ing a revision. 

e report was accepted by the 
1925 annual meeting of the asso-'' 
ciation with acclaim and the com- 
mittee was. thanked and the as- 
sociation congratulated upon the 
adoption of a new amateur rule 
which. measured up to modern 
standards, which sought to main- 
tain amateurism on a high plane 
and which at the same time oper- 
ated with, fairness to those play- 
ers who desired to write about the 
game for pay. 

Within six months after. the new 
rule, which he had helped to frame 
was adopted; Mr. Tilden was 
charged with its violation.

CONGESTION AGAIN. 


IRVING T. BUSH has an article in 
the North American Review on the 
congestion problem: Coming from a 
man of his’ experience and interests, 
it commands attention. His pro- 
posals are specific: 

First, we’ must’ recognize that 
streets are passageways created 
for public convenience, and are not 
parking spaces for ‘idle automobiles. 

Second, we may increase the use- 
fulness of some streets. by. putting 
the elevated roads and certain sur- 
face’ lines underground. 

Third, by providing underground 
crosstown moving platforms we 
will lessen the proportion of people 
who use motor cars for local trans- 
portation. 

. Fourth, we may open new streets, 
where it is possible to do so. 

When he says that the streets 
are “ passageways’ created ' for pub- 
lic convenience,”. Mr. BUSH, to some 
extent; begs the question as to the 
relative. importance,of various-street 
uses. ‘Sometimes: a street is -essen- 
tially a highway for through traffic. 
At other times it may serve chiefly 
to give access to the property im- 
mediately adjacent. In the old days 
many of the ‘streets of New. York 
were used as playgrounds. .The 
hitching-post was once an honorable 
institution. Mr. BUSH is evidently 
convinced that: its modern counter- 
part, the car, which, like David 
Harum’s horse, . stands - without 
hitching, has come to be something 
of: an abuse. In the competition for 
space on the highway it must. give 
way, where necessary, to the moving 
vehicle," . 

' Removal of the elevated roads-will 
come in time, but Mr. BusH recog- 
nizes that to put them. driderground 
is no simple matter. This leads him 
to an interesting digression. on. the 
five-cent fare....Burying the elevated 
and building new subways cost 
money, and money must come either 
through the turnstiles or through 
taxation. The significance: of the 
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‘will have to look elsewhere, and adds 


sustaining fare*\-would» release the 
city’s present » ‘unproductive. invest- 
ment for other needed improvements. 
- Moving platforms have been -sug- 
— peated before, but without results, 
Mr. BusH thinks they might “lessen 
“the proportion of people who use 

“motor -cars: for: local transporta- 
“tion.” Whether the plan is prac- 
tical or- not,: the: purpose is at least 
intelligent. The pedestrian has been 
somewhat discriminated: against’ by 
recent developments... To.make way 
for the motor car, streets have been 
widened at the expense of sidewalks. 
This was, na doubt, needed and tend- 
ed to give at least temporary relief, 
but, after all, the pedestrian has his 
rights. Moreover, he is technically 
the: most efficient component of ‘the 
traffic stream,) at-least :in terminal 
districts. He stands erect and takes 
up vastly less room than the sprawl- 
ing . private. automobile, ' with its 
single passenger and: safety space 
fore and aft. He’ deserves to be 
encouraged. —

THE EFFECT ON THE SOUTH. 


Judged by the expressions of its 
leading newspapers and public men, 
the predicted revolt. of the. South 
against Governor SMITH’s speech of 
acceptance has not. materialized. 
Disagreement with his plans. for 
modification of the prohibition laws 
is not even so general as was prophe- 
sied. Perhaps the reason is that the 
Democratic candidate madé his two 
obligations perfectly clear: one, as 
the nominee of Houston, to strive for 
honest enforcement of the law; two, 
as instructed by the Constitution, to 
suggest—if elected President—such 
changes in the laws as seem in the 
public interest. Satisfied of his sin- 
cerity as to the former, and con- 
ceding him the right to personal con- 
victions' as to the latter, the Dry 
South finds no reason to desert him 
and leave enforcement in the hands 
of the party which has notably failed 
in it. This decision has peculiar 
force from the fact that Mr. Hoover’s 
Eastern newspaper supporters insist 
that. he favors modification of ‘the 
prohibition: laws. 

Governor SMITH has stated that 
he sees no inconsistency in running 
on the same ticket with Democrats 
who propose to vote against his sug- 
gestions. In this viewpoint his fel- 
low-Democrats coincide. Notable 
among them, Senator CARTER GLASS 
of Virginia, Senator Tuomas J. 
WALSH of Montana and CHARLES M. 
Hay, the Senatorial nominee in Mis- 
souri, support his position. On “ fun- 
damentals” of party policy—and 
the argument over prohibition ex- 
tends to both parties—they warmly 
endorse his Presidential aspirations. 
On the single extra-party question 
they oppose him, The social’ abuses 
which he catalogues they either do 
not take as conclusive or ignore 
them for what they consider the 
larger good. On the same basis 
many Republican, Wets will vote 
for Mr. Hoover, In one party, the 
Wet. Congressmen expect to over- 
ride the ‘President; in the other, the 
Dry Congressmen expect to balk the 
President. What is sauce for the 
gogse has always been sauce for 
the gander. 

This‘is why the South stands firm- 
ly for the Democratic ticket, why its 
editorial expressions are generally 
favorable and why the split, so hoped 
for by the more visionary of the Re- 
publican leaders, has not come. The 
Chattanooga newspaper .which turns 
to Hoover performs only an official 
act: once SMITH was nominated 
there is nothing he could have said 
to hold in line this strictly personal 
enemy. But. in the entire inter- 
change the Democratic nominee has 
this great advantage: ‘his position is 
clear, unmistakable, requiring no 
analyses or assumptions. But Mr. 
Hoover is being construed as a Dry 
by the Drys and a Wet by the Wets. 


DELETING “WAR.”,

that the word “war,” which M. 
PAINLEVE proposes to:erase from his 
own portfolio, has not always been 
in the lexicons.

It has furnished the theme of 
the greatest epics and offered ‘its 
terminology to that struggle which 
is not “war after the flesh” and 
which uses no “carnal weapon.” Its 
compounds are numerous if not 
numberless, fromthe “ war-arrow ” 
of the American savage, the call to 
arms, to the “ war woman” who by 
dreams and other divinations, di- 
rected : the’ warriors. to. the. enemy. 
War-clouds, war-games, ‘war-loans, 
war-sermons, war-correspondents, 
war- ministers—it has put its prefix

THE LARGER PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

‘That the New York Public Library 
needs more stack room, reading 
room and work room space has been 
stated. year after. year by the trus- 
tees;in their annual reports.. : They 
have been reluctant,: bécause: of. the 
unusual demands being made upon 
the city, to ask forthe fands neces- 
sary to-make enlargements: of ‘the 
present building. But they have 
caused plans to be prepared in an- 
ticipation of the time when this claim 
might have a clear priority. . The 
plans to which reference was made 
in yesterday's news have been’ in 
hand for some months and have been 
withheld only that they might first 
be presented to the Mayor and to 
the Board of Estimate. 

The valuable collection of books 
has been made possible largely by 
private beneficence, the total funds 
from that source amounting to near- 
ly $30,000,000. The city has pro- 
vided the ‘site and building. and’ 
makes yearly contribution toward 
the maintenance of the brahches. 
If the building is not enlarged the 
library cannot itself grow, since the 
stack rooms are now filled to over- 
flowing, and even cellar space is al- 
most exhausted.. As far back. as 
1921 the transfer, to ,the .cellar. be- 
gan. In 1925 books’ began: to fol- 
low certain manuscript collections 
“to the underworld” and “ feverish 
search” was made for new space, 
while thought had ‘also to be given 
to the “intensity of use.” By 1926 
the numbers of readers had grown 
to such an extent that for hours in 
about half the days of one month 
there were more readers than seats. 
In 1927 conditions were even worse. 
The pressure and inconvenience have 
become greater every year and the 
expense of keeping the institution ‘up 
to standard has increased. 

The plans which Mr.‘ HASTINGS, 
who designed the present structure, 
has prepared-to meet this.cumulative 
need provide for practically doub- 
ling the capacity of the present 
building without encroaching upon 
Bryant Park, though they involve a 
sacrifice—if it be a sacrifice—to its 
uses of some of the encircling spaces 
which ‘give it setting. ‘ The trustees 
should have -the-cordial -support of 
the public when they go to the city 
with their appeal for. the adequate 
housing of this great central edu- 
cational . institution,, .To Prospero 
his library was “dukedom large 
enough.” For a democracy a. li- 
brary can never be too large.

OFFENSES TO THE EYE. 

Inthe debate at the Institute’ of 
Public, Affairs, at the University. of 
Virginia about roadside advertising 
the Point was made by the spokes- 
man for the billboard: interests that 
while the industry favored restrict- 
ing the use of billboards: to “‘com- 
mercial districts” it felt justified in 
erecting them on all ‘highways 
traversed by heavy trucks. The 
argument ran that these roads were 
used: ‘for -business purposes. Even 
though this is somewhat in. conflict 
with a: definition of a. ‘commercial 
district ” made by this same spokes- 
man as‘a district “largely used: for 
“business conducted on the prem- 
“isés,” it apparently represents! an 
effort to define the limitations as 
viewed by the billboard industry. 

Only a moment’s thought is neces- 
sary to see that this is tantamount 
to a reversal of the avowed program 
of eliminating features to which ob- 
jection could be brought by reason- 
ably minded persons. It also strikes 
a blow at the policy of self-regula- 
tion so strongly advocated by sup- 
porters of the use of billhoards. This 
sort. of control is really no control 
at all, for the reason that it is on 
the main traveled highways that the 
nuisance is greatest, and yet it is 
precisely these ‘which the : billboard 
industry chooses to consider ‘“‘ com- 
mercial districts.” 

In urging further regulation by 
law, Mrs. W..L, LAWTON, Chairman 
of the National Committee for Re- 
striction of .Qutdoor Advertising, 
stressed the necessity of. appealing 
to.the police power to abate offenses 
to the eye. She pointed out that 
offenses to the nose and the ear are 
now so dealt with, and reminded her 
hearers: that it had taken a long 
fight to persuade: the courts to up- 
hold that, policy.. She further dwelt 
on the fact that. the Government 
taxes us to pay for. beautification of 
public monuments and places., Is it 
logical: that it should not have’ the 
power to protect the’ beauty .which 
is already in existénce? 

To the credit of the billboard in- 
dustry it must be said that it has 
done much: to improve the appear- 
ance of roadside signs. But what 
the. public, demands is not so much 
improvement of quality as restric- 
tion of quantity. People‘ wish exist- 
ing. signs. removed and. no others, 
whether beautiful or not, put in their 
place. This, is an idea which: has 
spread far and widé throughout the 
country. It has the support not only |* 
of countless civic’ organizations, but 
of national advertisers as well. It 
represents.a definite, sentiment of 
the American’ people that the coun- 
try roads must no-longer be defaced 
by billboards, no matter how “ artis- 
tic” ,or how unobtrusively placed. 
There has been a marked’ growth of 
public, opinion during the last few 
years since the anti-billboard. cam- 
paign was started. The movement is 
as yet only in its — but it is 
“ going strong.”

ship.’ What does he mean by hard- 
ship? There is no. more hardship 
in national. origins, quotas than thé 
1890. foreign-born or. any other 
quotas. The. only hardship. is that 
such an unfair quota as that of Ger- 
many. under the 1890 basis,. 31. per 
cent. of, our. quota . immigration, 
would be ‘reduced to 16 per cent. be- 
cause Germariy has contributed 16 
per cent. of our population. The 
hardship, ’ therefore, is that certain 
alien groups in this country are of- 
fended: ' This is the only hardship 
Mr. Hoover can have in mind. 

As for accuracy, it is true that the 
national, origins: figures are: not 
exact. Yet Mr. Hoover signed a let- 
ter in ‘January, 1927, published in 
the Congressional Record, which he 
later tried to recall, stating that fur- 
ther investigation ‘“‘would not sub- 
stantially alter the conclusions ar- 
rived at.’’ Joseph A. Hill; the census 
expert in: charge of the national 
origins study, has testified before the 
Senate ,Committee on Immigration 
that the results are close to accuracy. 
Mr. Hoover, Secretary of Commerce 
in January, 1927, and the census ex- 
perts: do not agree, therefore, with 
Mr. Hoover the candidate. 

Mr. Hoover demands, apparently, 
exactness in the origins figures but 
is willing’ to accept 100 per cent. in- 
accuracy in the 1890 foreign-born 
figures. Mr. Hill testified before the 
Senate committee that it was not pos- 
sible to tell exactly how many of the 
1890 foreign born were born in such 
countries as Germany, Yugoslavia, 
Czechoslovakia, France, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Bulgaria, Rumania and Poland 
for the reason that those countries 
have changed their boundaries or 
have been created since 1890. 

The 1890 foreign-born system is 
therefore not exact even as to ‘the 
countries of birth. But it is worse 
than inexact; it is totally arbitrary 
as @ representation of our entire pop- 
ulation. The 1890 foreign-born sys- 
tem. divides immigration:on the, pro- 
portions of foreign born thirty-eight 
years ago and results in giving Ger- 
many 31 per cent. of our immigra- 
tion when it has contributed 16 per 
cent. of our population, and gives the 
British 20 per cent. of our immigra- 
tion when they have contributed 44 
per. cent. of our population.: It is, 
therefore, 100 per cent. inaccurate as 
to: both these quotas. It has been 
amazing all through the attacks on 
national origins to see how its oppo- 
nents who attack it for not being. 100 
per cent. accurate (although it is sub- 
stantially correct and gives fair rep- 
résentation to all elements of our pop- 
ulation) innocently ignore the fact 
that the 1890 foreign-born basis has no 
pretense to: accuracy as a represen- 
tation of our whole population, and 
is in fact grossly inaccurate and. un- 
fair, and that the same would be 
true, of any, other foreign-born basis. 
It is clear, therefore, that the main 
source of strength of the 1890 for- 
eign-born basis is that it pleases 
alien-minded blocs. 

On July 12: Frederick Schrader, ed- 
itor of The Progréssive, a magazine 
devoted to the interests of the Ger- 
man element.in the United States 
and,to the purposes of the Steuben 
Society, went with a delegation to 
Mr. Work, Mr. Hoover's manager, 
and. stated that 95/per cent. of the 
German-Americans would vote for 
Hoover, but added that they were 
against national origins... Qn Aug. 5 
the Republican headquarters in 
Washington issued a statement, copy- 
ing an- editorial of The Progressive, 
stating that Hoover hed not been 
anti-German‘ or pro-British. A little 


Hoover would come out against na- 
tional origins. Mr. Hoover did comé 
out against national origins. Mr. 
Schrader was one of the editors: of 
The Fatherland, the record of which 
in the war is notorious and which 
was subsidized by the German Gov- 
ernnient. 

Mr. ‘Hoover is after the German 
vote, and to. get it he is advocating 
an unfair and arbitrary. quota. basis 
which’ discriminates against immi- 
gration which speaks our language 
and .in favor; of immigration :which 
does not speak our language, a: basis 
which: cannot last.

Mr. Lamport, who, as a cot- 
ton goods merchant in Burlington, 
Vt., laid at the age of 20 the 
foundations of the fortune he was 
to realize in New York real estate 
later in life, died at Dobbs Ferry on 
Aug. 13. He was President and 
Treasurer of the Lamport Realty 
Company and President of Yeshiva 
| College, a Jewish institution now be- 
_ ing“built in the Bronx, to which he 
gave $200,000. His various gifts to 
charitable and educational institu- 
tions are believed to have lessened 
materially the size of his estate. 
Mrs. Celia Lamport, his second 
wife, who lives at 150 West Lighty- 
seventh Street, Mr. Lamport’s late 
home, receives the income from $100,- 
000 for life. To his daughter, Mrs. 
Mildred Rothstein, of 875 West End 
Avenue, $75,000 was willed outright. 
The eight other Lamport children re- 

. eeive nothing under the will, which 
declares that they have no need of 
bequests from their father. Instead 
of giving it to his children, Mr. Lam- 
port. wrote, he was distributing a 

. large part of his money among his 
grandchildren. 

The seven married Lamport chil- 
dren have twenty-two children. Half 
of the residue goes to these grand- 
children. Each will receive the in- 
come from his or her share until 
his or her parents shall die; and, 
each will receive his or her share of 
the principal when this happens.

ORDERS REINSURANCE 
OF. INTERNATIONAL LIFE 


Jadge.A. L. Reeves Approves 
Contract With Missouri State 
Insurance Company. 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 24 (7).—Judge Al- 
bert L. Reeves of Kansas City late 
today ordered the receivers of the 
International Life Insurance Com- 
pany to enter immediately into.a re- 
insurance contract with the Missouri 
State Life Insurance Company, 
whereby policy holders: and stock- 
holders are protected from loss 


through the alleged withdrawal of 
,500,000 from the company by Roy 
O. Toombs, President. 

Judge Reeves’s order ended the 
controversy between receivers and 
commissioners on the disposal of the 
bankrupt insurance company, which 
has been in —— for more than 
a month. e order specifies that 
stockholders .in the International 
Life shall be. paid approximately 
$150 a share within fifteen years. 

The sa thine of the company 
is automatically dissolved by the ac- 
tion of the Kansas City Federal 
Judge. After a day spent in‘hearing 
testimony on the merits of the Mis- 
souri State plan and on the possibili- 
ty of rehabilitation or consolidation, 
Judge Reeves decided that further 
delay would be fruitless. 

The acquisition of the Interna- 
tional Life by the Missouri State 
will swell the latter’s insurance in 
force by a sum of $326,000,000, mak- 
ing it the largest insurance company 
west of the Mississippi River. 

The order marked the winery. ¢ of 
the affairs of the International. Life 
as a separate —— It has oer: 
the object of scru iny by nine State 
insurance commissioners, Federal 
and State insurance authorities, and 
State prosecutors from Illinois and 
Missouri. 

The Commissioners were the first 
to uncover the absence of $3,500.000 
of the company’s assets, which they 
said was due to the financial ma- 
noeuvring of Toombs, who is held 
under four St. Louis warrants in 
connection with missing securities. 

Hillsman Taylor, President of the 
Missouri State, announced tonight 
that the companies would be oper- 
ated as.a single unit under the 
name of the Missouri State Life In- 
surance Company.

DOG FINDS WOMAN’S BODY. 


Blanket Is Only Clew to Victim In 
Elkhorn (Wis.) Culvert. 


ELKHORN, Wis., Aug. 24 (%).—A 
dog, tugging at a blanket in a cul- 
vert near here today led police to 
the discovery of the decomposed 
body of an unidentified young wo- 
man -clothed only in a silk under- 
garment. 

Roy Brice, a patrolman, attracted 
by the dog, found the body firmly 
wedged in a culvert under the road, 
hidden by a blanket.

CHOOSING SEED WHEAT. 


Wet Harvest Season Declared to 
Make Extra Care Necessary. 


Unusual care in choosing seed 
wheat will be necessary this year in 
many areas where the harvest season 
was wet, says the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

“Only wheat that is known not to 
have gone out of condition should be 
used for seed,’’ it is pointed out in a 
recent bulletin. **‘What that is musty, 
sour, heating or hot will not grow. 
Even slight heating in the bin may 
injure germination. If there is any 
doubt about the quality of the seed 
a buen te test should be made. 

During the harvest season of 1928 
a large number of samples of hard 
red Winter wheat were secured at 
thrashing time, mostly from com- 
bines. e harvest season was un- 
usually wet, and it was found that 
much of the wheat going into farm- 
ers’ bins had too much moisture to 
store safely. From later reports it is 
certaiy that some of this wheat has 
gone wut of condition and will not be 
fit for seed. Any wheat that is stored 
with too much moisture, whether it 
has been thrashed with the combine 
or with the thrashing machine from 
the shock, stack or mow, will dete- 
riorate and become unfit for seed.”

under indictment for second degree 
assault and new indictments, based 
on Mr, Hanson's: death, will be asked 
from the September Grand Jury. 

Mr. Hanson’s body will lie in state 
in the Elks’ new temple on Sunday 
and funeral services will be held 
there. . Burial willbe at Iroquois, 
Ontario, and a guard of honor of 
Elks will accompany the body.

Writer Accused of Using Real 
Firms. and Persons. Under 
Thinly Disguised. Names. 


Advance.copies of a novel to be pub- 
lished next month dealing with the 
garment industry have created a 
flurry of excitement in that field and 
resulted in an action being brought 
in Jefferson Market Court by one of 
the authors against three men said 
to. have objected: to the book on the 
ground that it portrayed actual per- 
sons in an unfavorable light. 

The book that has become. the 
subject of controversy before publi- 
cation is titled “‘The Rise and Fall 
of Rogoff.’ It is the work of Morris 
Marks, credit manager for H. B. 
Rubin, Inc., and Robert-Hess Com- 
pany, Inc., for more than twenty-one 
years, and Jacob Ginsberg, President 
of the National Co-Partnership Ser- 
vice Corporation and the Abbye Em- 
ployment Agency. Both are credit 
men well known in garment circles. 

The dispute over the book is be- 
tween Ginsberg and Robert and 
David Rubin, sons of H. B. Rubin, 
and Dan Mann, a resident buyer of 
455 Seventh Avenue. 

Magistrate John V. Flood issued 
summonses last Monday directing 
the Rubin brothers and Mann to ap- 


pear in Jefferson Market Court the 
next morning on assault charges 
made by Ginsberg. On Tuesday the 
case. was adjourned until yesterday 
because Robert and David Rubin had 
not been served with the summonses. 


Author Charges Assault. 


Both Dan Mann and David Rubin 
were in court yesterday with their 
attorney, but Robert Rubin was out 
of town. Again there was no hear- 
ing, Magistrate Flood releasing the 
two defendants in their own custody 


for a hearing next Monday. Assis- 

tant District Attorney Louis Wasser 

recommended drawing a complaint

Ginsberg’s right eye was blacked 
when he ‘appeared in court yester- 
day.

They then told Gins- 
berg, he said, that he had defamed 
the honor .of the Rubin family and 
Slandered their business in his book. 
Although Ginsberg denied that ‘‘The 
Rise and Fall of Rogoff’ was about 
the Rubin family, he said he was 
badly beaten up, claiming to have 
suffered a hemorrhage of the mouth 
in addition to his discolored eye and 
sv,ollen face. He was represented 
by David P. Siegel of 42 Broadway. 


Calls Book a Reflection.

He pointed out 
that the characters in the book were 
but thinly disguised, the names of 
individuals and firms being only 
slightly changed. 

He identified Herman B. Rogoff as 
Hyman B. Rubin, the H. P. Rogoff, 
Ine:, as H. B. Rubin, Inc., the Ru- 
dolph-Fess Company as the Robert- 
Hess Company and Murray Sachs, 
Rogoff’s credit man in the story, as 
Morris Marks, co-author of the book. 
Mr. Solomon said further that Rog- 
off in the book built a Hotel Primose 
on Central Park West in the lower 
Sixties and that Mr. Rubin was the 
builder of the Mayflower Hotel at 
Central Park West and Sixty-first 
Street.

Dr. Cadman Is Making His 60th 
Ocean Crossing to Conference— 
New Roman Catholic Parish. 


In commemoration. of the signing 
of the multilateral Peace Treaty in 
Paris, scheduled for Monday after- 
noon, Trinity Protestant.

This is in ac- 
cord with action taken by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury throughout the 
Anglican Church and the Superin- 
tendent of the Evangelical Churches 
in Berlin and vicinity. 


The Rev. Dr. S. Parkes Cadman, 
President of the Federal. Council. of 
Churches of Christ in America, who 
is on the steamship Homeric, due to 
arrive at Southampton, England, .to- 
day, will meet there Sir Henry Lunn 
and they will go immediately to 
Prague, Seanemian In that city they 
will attend a congress ‘under the aus- 
pices of the World Alliance for Inter- 
national Friendship Through the 
Churches. Dr. Cadman is Chairman 
of its Executive Committee. This 
body represents cooperative Christen- 
dom in an effort to bring about uni- 
versal peace through disarmament.

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FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks of Many Sorts Advance 
Violently in Biggest Day’s 
Trading Since June 12. 


YWesterday’s ‘stock market was 
reminiscent of the days in April, 


May.and- June when stocks were). 


whirling about with tremendous ve- 
locity, when 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 
shares were daily occurrences and 
when a 5,000,000-share day was re- 
corded for the first time in the his- 
tory of the Exchange. A combination 
of ‘circumstances, quite apparently, 
brought about an outburst of specu- 
lative enthusiasm. not witnessed 
since the collapse of the early year 
market. Foremost among the factors 
which carried stocks along buoyantly 
and enthusiastically was the fact 
that brokers’ loans had unexpectedly 
declined by. $22,000,000 when a big ad- 
vance had been anticipated. Another 
was the fact that a tremendous 
short interest has been built up in 
this market, mainly because the pro- 
fessional bears did not believe that 
any market could long persist in the 
face of high money. They scrambled 
all day to regain their stocks. Still 
another factor was reflected in the 
optimistic trade reports and the news 
of continued and persistent com- 
mercial expansion. 

At any rate, it was a bull market 
from start to finish. It had no par- 
ticular leaders, although anxious 
watch was kept all day on General 
Motors and United States Steel com- 
mon, as market leaders from which 
a cue was to be expected. They 
did not disappoint the rank and file, 
and gains of from a point or so to 
more than a dozen were recorded 
throughout a long list of industrial 
issues. As measured by twenty-five 
representative industrial stocks used 
in compiling the averages of THE 
New York Times, the gain was 4.17, 
although this was diluted by the rail- 
road shares, which did not join so 
heartily in the advance. The gain 
for fifty representative railroad and 
industrial issues was 2.47. The motor 
shares, steels, coppers, food shares, 
drugs, chain store shares and those 
of many miscellaneous groups went 
forward during practically all the 
day without apparent hesitation or 
apprehension. 

Whether or not the public has been 
once more attracted to the market, 
in the past week or ten days, in 
sufficient numbers to bring about a 
resumption of the bull market, 
which prevailed until mid-June, is 
entirely problematical. If the crowds 
which have suddenly assembled in 
downtown brokerage offices are any 
criterion and if the volume of busi- 
ness coming into the brokerage 
houses with big wire systems may 
be used as a guide, the general pub- 
lic, once more, is in the market to 
a considerable extent. This, quite 
naturally, will not fit in with bank- 
ing authority ideas that brokers’ 
loans should be further liquidated. 
The problem is an interesting and 
important one, particularly in view 
of the forthcoming September fi- 
nancing by the Government. A calm 
and placid money market will be 
of obvious advantage to the Treas- 
ury at that time, but such a happy 
condition. will not likely obtain 
should the stock market continue its 
present rampage for any length of 
time. 

Yesterday’s business news was 
optimistic in tone, Dun’s Review 
declared that ‘‘there are multiplying 
indications, even riow, of a spread- 
ing interest in forward needs, with 
some accompanying gain in actual 
orders, and opinions on prospect for 
Autumn trade, if marked by a 
wholesome conservatism, bear a con- 
fident tone.”’ 

General prospects for the Autumn 
continue moderately good, but it' 
must be noted that the expansion, 
either current or anticipated, is not 
of a character to warrant or en- 
courage such a runaway bull market 
as appears to have developed in Wall 
Street during the last few days.

Controller,.Scoring Attack by 
W. H. Allen, Calls Increases 
Fully Justified. 
—— — —6 


FUNDS IN HAND, HE ASSERTS 


Will Not Swell Appropriation, but 
Reward Merit—How $9,530 
Will Be Apportioned, 


Declaring. that William H. Allen, 
director of the Institute for Public 
Service, was ‘‘responsible to no one 
but himself for his reckless state- 
ments,’’ Controller Charles W. 
Berry, in a statement issued yester- 
day, defended recent salary in- 
creases in the Department of Fi- 
nance. The increases had. been at- 
tacked in an earlier statement issued 
by Mr. Allen, who criticized the 
Board of Estimate for voting a total 
of $9,530 in salary rises at its meet- 
ing on Aug. 16. 

‘Every. one of these. increases has 
been made by me solely on the basis 
be merit'and with regard to the re- 

msibilities of the men involved,” 
Controller Berry declared. ‘In my 
opinion they have been long over- 
due. The De ent of Finance is 
one of the pate shen municipal depart- 
ments in the world, and the men I 
have singled out for salary advance 
are executives directing its impor- 
tant and far-reaching ete leg 
They are men on whom I have to 
depend.”’ 
Imost all of those granted in- 
creases, he added, had been in the 
city service from’ twenty to thirty 
years, receiving inadequate salaries. 
Controller Berry said that he recom- 
mended the increases without. con- 
sulting the men who benefited. 
“I believe it necessary in justice 
to the loyal city servants involved,” 
he continued, ‘‘to correct the errone- 
ous impression that there was any- 
thing irregular about the proceeding, 
or that the Department of Finance 
had made salary increases not thor- 
oughly warranted. The money for 
the increases is- provided from our 
own fund and will not add one addi- 
tional penny to our appropriation.’’ 


Charged Vote Without Discussion. 


In his statement, Mr. Allen charged 
that the Board of Estimate voted the 
increases without their being previ- 
ously announced on the calendar. 
There was no discussion before action 
was taken, he said. 

ao principal increases included 
$2,690 for an accountant,’’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘$1,000 for the chief auditor; 
$750 Secreteiry to the Controller; 
two of $600 for an expert accountant 
and clerk; $550 for a financial clerk;

to Only $8,360,433, Are 
Listed for Award. 


REVIVAL AFTER LABOR DAY 


Visible Supply of Securities Re- 
duced to $25,000,000, but 
Demand Is Light, 


Municipal financing scheduled for 
next week totals only $8,360,433, the 
smallest weekly list of the year. This 
financing, which represents the Sum- 
mer requirements of eighty munici- 
palities, compares with this week's 
aggregate of $12,938,350, or the fi- 
nancial needs of sixty-nine commu- 
nities, The total of municipal fi- 
nancing for the year to date now 
stands at $985,659,570, as compared 
with $999,835,268 during the corre- 
sponding period in 1927. 

As was the case this week, the bulk 
of the new financing conSists of rela- 
tively small issues. Where this 
week’s list contained two major is- 
sues, $2,700,000 Cook County, IIL, 
and $2,000,000 East Bay Municipal 
Utility District, Cal., next week’s 
schedule does not contain a single 
issue of $1,000,000. The largest issue 
is that of $886,984 Garfield Heights 
(Ohio) bonds, which will be sold on 
Tuesday. However, next week’s list 
contains the names of several impor- 
tant cities, including Knoxville, 
Tenn.; Birmingham, Ala.; Fort 
Wayne, Ind., and Indianapolis, Ind. 

New Loans After Labor Day. 


Municipal financing has been on 
the decline since July. City authori- 
ties. throughout the country have de- 
cided, wherever practicable, to post- 
pone the flotation of loans until after 
Labor Day. Although the municipal 
bond market is poorly supplied with 
high-grade bonds at present the de- 
mand is not very insistent. The visi- 
ble supply of municipal bonds of all 


grades is currently estimated at $25,- 
000,000, which compares with the

peat only two issues of 
sic 000, are scheduled for offering 
after next week.

FOR TREASURY LOAN 


Municipal, Market to . Reflect 
Terms of Coming Issue 
of Securities. 


FEW SWITCHES EXPECTED 


Duration of New. Obligations, Their 
Amount and Interest Rate 
Uncertain, 


‘Municipal bond dealers are looking 
forward with interest to Sept. 15, 
when Secretary Mellon of the Treas- 
ury Department will enter the mar- 
ket for funds to provide for retire- 
ment of the Third Liberty 4% per 
cent. bonds now outstanding to the 
amount of some _  $1,170,000,000. 
United States Government obliga- 
tions and municipal bonds, the high- 
est type of bonds on the market, do 
not always move in unison in régard 
to price levels, but in general the 
prices are held at about a one-point 
difference. The long-term Govern- 
ment 4%s are now selling to yield 
slightly less than 3.50 per cent., 
while high-grade 44s in the munici- 
pal list range from 4.25 to 4.60 per 
cent. 

The price level which will be set 
by the Treasury financing in Sep- 
tember is expected to have without 
doubt a considerable effect on the 
municipal market. It is not true, 
however, that dealers in municipal 
securities are looking forward to any 
great amount of buying of these is- 
sues by holders of the present Third 
Liberties, and the experience of the 
market since Secretary Mellon began 
to refund the war loan 4%s has not 
indicated any marked flow of this 
money into municipals. 

At one time, in 1920, when small 
holders of Liberty bonds flooded the 
market with offerings, Liberties sold 
down to approximately the same 
levels as high-grade municipal bonds. 
However, the spread subsequently 
widened until the present difference 
of about 1 per cent. in yield basis 
now prevails. As a rule, whenever 
the Liberty loans and Treasury is-

WORLD MARKETS NERVOUS 


Crop Reports Awaited—Stocks Here 
Low, but Larger at Foreign 
Ports. 


Nervous and irregular fluctuations 
under a limited volume of business 
‘continued to characterize trading on 
the Cotton Exchange yesterday. Fol- 
lowing the decline of Thursday, a 
demand for October contracts caused 
a 30-point recovery at one time, but 
around 19 cents the market again 
met cotton, and a. setback left final 
quotations 2 to 12 points higher for 
the day. 

Private reports of deterioration 
emanated from both Eastern and 
Western sections, but operators lack 
definite convictions regarding the 
nature of crop estimates which will 
be issued by’ various agencies next 
week, and the prevailing uncertainty 
has. restricted business from both 
speculative end trade quarters. 

Similarly unusual market condi- 
tions for this season of the year ex- 
isted abroad.. After an early decline, 
the Liverpool market turned up 
sharply and ended with a gain of 
quarter of a cent. The present de- 
pression in both the foreign and do- 
mestic textile industries has caused 
spinners to make purchases of raw 
material. on a. hand-to-mouth basis, 
waiting for more definite informa- 
tion concerning. the probable out-turn 
of the American crop. At foreign 
ports stocks are about 250,000 bales 
more than a year ago, and buyers 
are waiting for the movement of the 
new crop in the South before enter- 
ing into extensive future engage- 
ments. A year ago at this time an 
excited buying movement was in 
—— and the trade had bought 

eavily during the advance above 20 
cents a —— Spot dealers report 
limited ard sales, with little 
price-fixing thus far. 

The small stock in New York and 
the fact that October contracts are 
selling below a level to attract cot- 
ton to this centre place the near de- 
livery in a sensitive position. Dur- 
ing the recent decline an extensive 
speculative long interest in October 
has been liquidated and December 
contracts have been covered. After 

oing to a discount under December, 

ctober stiffened yesterday to a pre- 
mium of 15 points at one time, which 
caused an upturn in later deliveries. 
Scattered Southern hedging orders 
became a feature of later trading. 
Port receipts exceeded 20,000 bales, 
the largest selling of the new sea- 


son,

LESS DRIED SALMON USED. 


Demand for Dog Feea In Alaska 
Drops With Advent of Planes. 


In the great ‘Yukon and tributary 
river region of. Alaska Winter travel 
has been accomplished almost wholly 
by dog team. According to the 
United States Bureau of Fisheries, 
dried salmon is regarded as the best 
food for dogs while thus employed, 
and in -years past many tons of sal- 
mon. have been prepared for this pur- 
pose. Dried salmon is a _  con- 
centrated food, light in weight, that 
can,:be) readily carried on the sled, 
and at the end of every ‘day’s travel 
one salmon is. declared to make an 
excellent ration for each dog. 

A change in this; situation is .now 
developing, says the bureau, as the 
use. of commercial airplanes -for 
transportation in Alaska has lessened 
travel by dog team materially, thus 
decreasing the demand for salmon 
for dog feed. Several transportation 
companies operate planes through- 
out the year; and there are more 
than forty landing fields. In view of 
the distances and the great loss of 
time involved in ordinary means of 
travel, it would seem, the bureau 
points ‘out, that dirplane travel will 
nerease constantly in the interior of 
Alaska. 

A recent report from Inspector Cc. 
H. Townsend, the bureau’s repre- 
eentative in the Yukon district, with 
headquarters at Fairbanks, . states 
that nearly,all of the traders carried 
over most..of th stock of .dried 
salmon from last season, inasmuch 
as there was very ‘little travel] by dog 
team along the Yukon and Tanana 
Rivers during the’ past Winter. 

Mr, Townsend ‘states that in 
former years.all: Winter travel from 
Nome’ ‘was by dog team; but last 
Winter there was regular airplane 
service. between. .Fairbanks and 
Nome, and —— all travel was 
by that means. Other planes oper- 
ated -between Fairbanks, Iditarod, 
McGrath’ aad: Tacotna, ‘which also 
obviated the use of many dog teatris. 
As a result none of the traders would 
contract for ‘salmon caught during 
the current Summer run ‘in the 
Yukon River for. drying and delivery 
‘in the coming Fall.
